The organizers are circulating 
blank forms of petitions and appoint­ 
ing supervisors who in turn will en­ 
gage canvassers to solicit the signa­ 
tures of Republican voters. 


The authors of the plan expect to

The movement is In the hands of 
several members ofteongress.

are being aided by many of the ex­ 
treme Roosevelt Republicans. The en- 
listmant of the national progressive 
organization in the

has 
been sought, and it was stated that 
Senator Dixon’s organization was will­ 
ing to co-operate. 


Information that the petitions were 
to be put before the voters became 
known Monday. No particular person 
is authority for the statement, and 
members of congress concerned were 
unwilling to stand sponsors for it un­ 
til the movement was under way. 


In the circulation of the anti-Taft 
petitions an effort will be made to 
get them signed by organization Re­ 
publicans and others who have stood 
with the president, as well as by citi­ 
zens 
who 
have 
occupied 
neutral 
ground. 
There will be no special ef­ 
fort made to get progressive Republi­ 
can signatures, as it is believed that 
to confine the petitions to that faction 
would encompass the defeat of the 
movement. 


The sponsors of the plan say one ol 
its first results would be to let Mr 
Taft know if there are any consider 
able number of regular Republicans 
who believe he should step aside in 
the interest of harmony.

Fatally injured. 


VICTIMS MOSTLY CHILDREN 


Republican Leaders Fear Defeat For 


the Party Unless Harmony Is Re­ 


stored. 


A nation-wide movement to petition 
President Taft to withdraw as the Re­ 
publican presidential candidate Is b#- 
ing backed by a large number of Re­ 
publican officeholders, who feel that 
they face deteat in November unless 
the breach in the party can be healed.

Heavy Freight Crashed Into Rear of 


Passenger 
Train 
and 
Telescoped 


Several Cars. 


Eighteen were killed and many fa­ 
tally injured on the Ligonier Valley 
railroad when a passenger train car­ 
rying picnickers was backing into Wil- 
pen through a misunderstanding of 
their orders. 
The accident happened 
at the fair grounds, about one and a 
half miles from Ligonier, near La- 
trobe, Pa. 
The accident was caus­ 
ed by a double-header freight, which 
crashed Into the rear coach of the 
passenger train, telescoping several 
cars. But one passenger on the train 
escaped injury. 


The coaches contained a large num­ 
ber of children, who were being taken 
by Miss Matthews, a nurse at the 
home of George Senft, president of the 
Ligonier Valley railroad, for a day’s 
outing. 
All the children were either 
killed or sustained severe injuries. 


The dead are: Frank McConnaughy, 
engineer, scalded to death under en­ 
gine; Fireman George Byers, cut ia 
two; Engineer Smith Beatty; Fireman 
John Akney, mangled under engine; 
Louise Rowdy, aged eleven; Elizabeth 
Rowdy, aged fourteen; Samuel Brown- 
field, four years old; George Toysh, 
aged sixty-eikht years, a wealthy far*( 
mer; Mrs. Harry Dillon, twenty-four 
years old, and her one-year-old baby; 
Miss Edsal, aged twenty; Miss Hoon#i 
aged twenty, and a number of boys, 
aged from four to six years, uniden- 
tilled. 


The freight engines ploughed clear 
through the wooden coach, crushing it 
as it would an eggshell. The coach 
was ripped to pieces. 
All the occu­ 
pants were hurled to the roadbed; 
some fell in the path of the engines, 
while others were imbedded partly in 
the cinder and stone ballasting. 


The first engine of the double-header 
pulling the freight train stopped after 
it had passed through the passenger 
coach, turned halfway around and fell 
over on its side. 


Conductor Charles H. Kuhn, of the 


passenger train, leaped and received 
a broken leg. 
Engineer Dunlap and 
Fireman Frank Byers, of the passen­ 
ger train, stuck to their posts and 
were uninjured. Dunlap and Byers are 
the only persons known to have been 
on tlio wrecked train who escaped in­ 
jury. 


Farmers near the scene of the acci­ 
dent and men who were at work at the 
Denny racc track went to the assist­ 
ance of Engineer Dunlap and Fireman 
Byers, who were pulling the dying and 
injured from the wreckage and laying 
them on the bank. In a few minutes 
every resident of Ligonier ^ &o was 
able to walk was en the way to the 
race track, A frantic call for physi­ 
cians and aid was sent to Latrobe. 
Five Latrobe physicians went to the 
scene in an automobilo. 


Forty Killed In Railroad Wreck. 
Forty persons are dead, three so 
badly hurt that their deaths are ex­ 
pected, and more than fifty are suffer­ 
ing injuries, the result of a tail-end 
collision between the crack Buffalo 
limited df the Lackawanna railroad 
and a train of express cars in the 
thick fog above Gibson Narrows, two 
miles from Corning, N. Y„ on Inde­ 
pendence Day. 


Trainmen say that this loss of life 
was caused by the carelessness of the 
engineer of the express train, who 
ran at a terrific rate of speed past a 
frantically signalling flagman and the 
warning of a dropped semaphore arm, 
into the passenger train standing still 
upon the track with its hundred or so 
of sleeping passengers. 


The engineer, who is blamed by the 
authorities for the accident, jumped 
before the crash came. He sat on a 
rail, high up on a hill near the scene 
of the accident, watching in a dazed 
way the wrecking crews at work. 


The dead, which filled to overflow­ 
ing the morgues of the little town, 
are in many Instances so frightfully 
mangled that identification is almost 
impossible. The engine of the express 
train ripped its way through the two 
day coaches in the rear, killing in­ 
stantly every one in them, plowed on 
through 
half of 
a steel Pullman, 
throwing the sleeping car off the track, 
and then came to a standstill with the 
green carpet of the Pullman flung 
abotu its pilot. 


The 
passenger train was heavily 
loaded and was drawn by two locomo­ 
tives. It was running about half an 
hour late. The train had been stand­ 
ing on the trade for twenty minutes 
when the express train, which carried 
no passengers, struck it in the rear at 
full speed. 
The two day coaches at­ 
tached to the rear of No. 9 were hurl­ 
ed down an embankment and the ex­ 
press plunged half way through the 
rear Pullman of the standing train 
befoer it came to a stop.

Henry D. Clayton, chairman of the 
house committee on judiciary, present­ 
ed to the house thirteen articles of im­ 
peachment against Judge Robert W. 
Archbald, of the United States court 
of comiperce. 
/« 


The report was unanimovi». It con­ 
stitutes the ninth impeachment of a 
judicial or »civil official since the foun­ 
dation of tho government, and i3 ilio 
first since the impeachment trial of 
Judge Charles Swayne, of the North­ 
ern district of Florida, who was ac­ 
quitted Feb. 27, 1905, 


“The conduct of 
this judge 
has 
been exceedingly reprehensible and in 
marked contrast with the high sense 
of judicial ethics and probity that gen­ 
erally characterize the federal judi 
ciary,” the committee says in sum­ 
ming up against Judge Archbald. 


His business transactions while a 
Judge are held to unfit him for further 
service on the bench. A resolution is 
included formally impeaching him and 
requiring his trial before the senate. 


“Your committee is of the opinion 
that Judge Archbald's sense of moral 
responsibility has become deadened,” 
says the report. “He has prostituted 
his high office for personal profit. He 
has attempted by various transactions 
to commercialize his potentiality as a 
Judge. 


“He has shown an overweening de 
•ire to make gainful bargains with 
parties having cases before him ox 
likely to have cases before him. To 
accomplish this purpose he has not 
hesitated to "use his official power and 
influence. He has degraded his high 
office and has destroyed the confidence 
of the public in his judicial integrity 
He has forfeited the condition upon 
which he holds his commission and 
should be removed from office by irn 
peachment. 


“A judge should be the personiflca 
tion of integrity, of honor and of up 
rightness in his dailj^walk and con 
versation. He should hold his exalted

by the air route. 


The explosion of the balloon was 
caused apparently by sudden expan­ 
sion under the rays of the sun, and 
the wreck of the dirigible, the finest 
ever constructed in this country, waa 
plunged into eighteen feet of water 
oft Brigantine bar, two miles from the 
Inlet hangar, from which the ill-fatad 
trial trip had been started.

Melvin Vaniman, aeronaut and cap­ 
tain of tho balloon. 


Calvin Vaniman, brother of Melvin 
Vaniman. 


Fred Elmer, member of tho crew. 
George Bourillion, engineer of th* 
airship. 


Walter Gest, a friend of Vanlman’s, 
financial backer. 


The body of Calvin Vaniman, the 
only unmarried man on the airship, 
was recovered by Councilman Harry 
Cook and a party of rescuers aboard 
his yacht. The body floated clt*ar of 
the wreckage and while badly bruised 
was not burned by the explosion. 


Mrs, Melvin Vaniman, who saw the 
tragedy from the porch of the Vani- 
man home, collapsed from the shock 
and for a time was in a serioua con­ 
dition. She had several fainting spells, 
but later recovered sufficiently to see 
a few close friends, who called to con­ 
sole her. 


The dirigible was a quarter of a mile 
south of Brigantine Beach. The huge 
envelope, containing many thousand» 
of cubic feet of gas, was rent by the 
explosion. 
It burst near the middle 
and a mass of flame hid the ship frotu 
the view for the space of possibly tea 
seconds. The dirigible was invisible, 
while the air about the spot where she 
had been hovering seemed to be ail 
flames. Then suddenly the ship was 
outlined against the sun and was seen 
to fall like a plummet. 


First the understruoture, or car, in 
which wene penned the unfortunate 
men, held in by a mesh work put in 
after the second trip of the balioon 
three weeks ago, and( unable to escape, 
broke away from the envelope. 
It 
turned on end, the bow turning first in 
a slow arc. Then it reversed suddenly 
and plunged downward. 


Almost immediately the wrecked 
bag followed, a smoking mass of rub­ 
ber and silk, with flames shoqting out 
from a dozen sections. It fluttered a 
moment and then streaked downwardl 
after the car.

ACETYLENE FOG-HORN SIGNAL 


Automatically Controlled 
Buoy 
or 


Beacon Used for Year Without 
Being Given Attention. 


An automatic acetylene fog-horn 1» 
being worked out by Gustav Dalen, 
the Swedish inventor of the automatic­ 
ally lighted buoy 
or 
beacon. 
The 
light-controlling device 1» a sun valve, 
by which the light of day shuts off tho 
acetylene from the burner and the ap­ 
pearance of darkness turns it on and 
relights i t A buoy equipped with this 
valve has been regularly lighted 
for 
more than a year without attention 
or renewal of it* supply of calcium 
carbide. 
An acetylene fog-horn 
al­ 
ready patented by the inventor in 
Canada consists of a rotating disk, 
carrying 
on 
it* 
periphery 
small 
pockets containing gas, and a horn in 
front of which an electric spark ex­ 
plodes the gaa. Each pocket passes 
an acetylene jet before reaching the 
spark, the acetylene thu* 
taken 
up 
forming an explosive mixture with the 
air. By changing the rate of the disk's 
rotation, the rapidity of the explosions 
can be varied to any number up to 
BOO or more per pecond, and the tone 
produced by the horn as a result of 
the explosions can be adjusted as de­ 
sired by a suitable regulation of the 
speed. To cause the horn to operate 
when needed, and only then, has been 
the serious problem. 
One plan is to 
have it set in action by a tuning fork 
responding to the vibrations of a 
steamer’s whistle, and with 
this ar­ 
rangement an approaching steamer in 
a fog would, on sounding its whistle, 
get the fog-horn signal indicating the 
locality.

MEANS OF SUBDUING WAVES 


Automatic Apparatus Being Manirfac« 
tured for Discharging Oil on Sea 
During Stormy Weather. 


A special automatic apparatus for 
discharging oil on the sea in stormy 
weather as a means of subduing the 
waves iB being manufactured by a 
British concern. The app? fctus con­ 
sists of a twit-iron oil reset > *)ir above 
a vertical cylinder. 
A heavy piston, 
working in the cylinder, attached to a 
tubular rod 
and 
provided 
with a 
spring, ejects the oil onto the water. 


MACHINE WILL MAKE CHANGE 


All That Is Necessary Is to Press 
Buttons and Coins Indicated 
Are Spouted Out, 


Since the day of the first cash reg­ 
ister there have been many machines 
made on its principle. 
One of the 
latest is the automatic change-mak­ 
ing machine invented by a California 
man. 
Most of us are familiar with 
machines met with in drug stores and 
restaurants, where the amount of our 
purchase is set forth and recorded 
every time the cash drawer is opened. 
This new apparatus, however, goes a 
step further and automatically makes 
change, which it discharges into 
a 
little cup at bottom, like 
the 
re­ 
ceiver on a slot machine. 
When a 
purchase is made the clerk records 


When you are making a cake in 
which the color is not objectionable» 
use coiTee instead of milk and enjoy 
the change of flavor. 


If you have a faded dress which is 
too good to throw away and would be 
unsatisfactory if recolored, try bleach- 
ingit Put a heaping tablespoonful of 
bichloride of lime in a pail full of 
water and let the garmfent soak in it 
over night 
In the morning add the 
sAme amount of the bleach to another 
pailful of water and bring to tho boil­ 
ing point; hang out and dry after rins­ 
ing well. 
Usually this will be suf­ 
ficient to bleach the fabric; if not, 
soak again. 


When face powder 1» to be placed 
for the use of a group of women at 
an evening company, furnish a box of 
medicated cotton for their use, as eacli 
may pull off a small piece and not 
find it necessary to use a common 
powder puff. 


A convenient arrangement for cook­ 
ing in the open for campers or pte- 
nickers is a heavy piece of wire net­ 
ting and a piece of asbestos. The wire 
may be supported on four stones with 
the fire underneath, and all kinds of 
cooking and broiling may be done. 


A steel crochet hook is a useful 
utensil to use in pulling out basting 
threads or finding ends of threads to 
be tied in fine tucking. 


For those who delight in the brown 
crispiness of the Vienna rolls which 
are so wholesonje, try making them at 
homte. When the bread is very light 
and ready to mold into loaves, care­ 
fully pinch off bits as large as a wal­ 
nut, drop into greased gem pans. They 
will be nearly all crust 


For a supper dish on Sunday night, 
cut rounds of bread, lay on a thin 
slice of cheese and on top of that a 
thin piece of bacon. Place in the oven 
and cook until the bacon is curled 
and crisp. Serve hot with cocoa. 


Holes In Ships and Compressed Air. 


A method of rendering vessels un- 
sinkable by means of compressed air, 
applied in such a manner as to plug 
dr shut 
off tho inrush 
of water 
through holes in the bottom or sides 
of the hull, was recently tested out on 
the battleship North Carolina, and is 
described in Popular Mechanics Maga­ 
zine. 


The important feature of the meth­ 
od of applying the compressed air to 
prevent water from entering the ves­ 
sel through holes is the graduated 
pressure of air exerted in the com­ 
partments surrounding the punctured 
compartment. 


If a vessel has a draft of, say, 30 
feet, the application of sufficient pres­ 
sure to keep the water from entering 
a hole near the bottom of the hull 
would subject thetupper decks to a 
very 
considerable 
pressure 
which 
might cause bad strain. 
When, how* 
ever, a hole is punctured Jn the lower 
portion of tho hull, and the air pres* 
sure required by the hydrostatid pres* 
sure is exerted to keep the water oui, 
the compartments immediately abov« 
and around tho punctured compart* 
ment are reinforced by a lightei 
air pressure, and these compartment! 
are in turn supported by applying t 
sti". lighter pressure to the next sur 
rounding compartments. 
This, it ii 
claimed, prevents the straining o* 
buckling of ¡decks, bulkheads, etc. 


Oil on Troubled Waters. 


A handwheel on the spindle rod is 
used to raise the piston when 
the 
cylinder is being filled with oil from 
the reservoir. 


The apparatus is mounted in the 
bow aa shown in the illustration, says 
the Popular Mechanics. Two small de­ 
livery pipes protrude through the bow, 
one on each side of the stem. The dis­ 
charge of each pipe is about half a 
gallon per hour, but 
this 
may 
be 
varied according to requirements, den­ 
sity of oil, etc. 


Oil has been utilized for many years 
as a means of subduing the waves, 
and in many instances has saved ves­ 
sels from disaster.

The homely, old-fashioned boiled din­ 
ner is not much spoken of these days, 
and yet it has many stanch supporters 
all over our land. The drawback with 
a boiled dinner for a family of two is 
that there is so much left over. This 
is extremely nice for hash, but once 
served in that way is sufficient.

There Is an amusing story told In 
connection with the first venture in 
frog-farming ever made in the United 
States. 


Early in the last century Audubon, 
the great ornithologist, went down the 
Ohio river from Pennsylvania in a 
little steamer of his own, stopping at 
various points to obtain specimens of 
little-known birds. 


While at Hendersonville, Kentucky,

Forty Killed In Railroad Wreck. 
Forty persons are dead, three so 
badly hurt that their deatlis are ex- 
pected, and more than fifty are suffer- 
ing injuries, the result of a tail-end 
collision between the crack Buffalo 
limited df tho Lacka\vanna railroad 
and a train of express cars in the 
thick fog above Gibson Narrows, two 
miles from Corning. N. Y„ on Inde- 
pendence Day. 


Trainmen say that tills loss of life 
was caused by the carelessness of the 
engineer of the express train, who 
ran at a terriiic rate of speed past a 
frantically signalling flagman and the 
warning of a dropped semaphore arm, 
into the passenger train standing still 
upon tho track witli its hundred or so 
of sleeping passengers. 


The engineer, who Is blamed by the 
authorities for the accident, jumped 
before the crash came. He sat on a 
rail, high up on a hill near the scene 
of the accident, watching in a dazed 
way the wrecking crews at work. 


The dead, which filled to overflow- 
ing the morgues of the little town, 
are in many instances so frightfully 
mangled that identlflcation is almost 
impossible. The engine of the express 
train ripped its way through the two 
day coaches in the rear, killing in- 
stantly every one in them, plowed on 
through 
half of 
a steel Pullman, 
tlirowlng the sleeping car olT the track, 
and then came to a standstill with the 
green carpet of the Pullman 
flung 
abotu its pilot 


The 
passenger train was heavily 
loaded and was drawn by two locomo- 
tives. It was running about half an 
hour late. The train had been stand- 
ing on the trade for twenty minutes 
when the express train, which carried 
no passengers, struck it in the rear at 
full speed. The two day coaches at- 
tached to the rear of No. 9 were hurl- 
ed down an embankment and the ex- 
j)ress plunged half way through tho 
rear Pullman of the standing train 
befoer it came to a stop.

Heavy Freight Crashed Into Rear of 


Passenger 
Train 
and 
Telescoped 


Several Cars. 


Eighteen were killed and many fa- 
tally injured on the Ligonler Valley 
railroad when a passenger train car- 
rying picnickers was backing into Wil- 
pen through a misunderstanding of 
their orders. The accident happened 
at the fair grounds, about one and a 
half miles from Ligonler, near La^ 
trobe. Pa. The accident was caus- 
ed by a double-header freight, which 
crashed Into the rear coach of thé 
passenger train, telescoping 
several 
cars. But one passenger on the train 
escaped injury. 


The coaches contained a large num- 
ber of children, who were being talten 
by Miss Matthews, a nurse at th« 
liome of George Senft, president of the 
Ligonler Valley railroad, for a day's 
outing. All the children were either 
killed or sustained severe injuries. 


The dead are: Frank McConnaugby, 
engineer, scalded to death under en- 
gine; Fireman George Byers, cut in 
two; Engineer Smith Beatty; Fireman 
John Akney, mangled under engine; 
Louise Rowdy, aged eleven; BllzaijeUi 
Rowdy, aged fourteen; Samuel Brown- 
fleld, four years old; George Toysh, 
aged sixty-elkht years, a wealthy far*, 
mer; Mrs. Harry Dillon, twenty-four 
years old, and her one-year-old baby; ^ 
Miss Edsal, aged twenty; Miss Hoon,^ 
aged twenty, and a number of boys, 
aged from four to six years, unldea- 
tlfled. 


The freight engines ploughed clear 
through the wooden coach, crushing it 
as it would an eggshell. The coach 
was ripped to piecjes. All the occu- 
pants were hurled to the roadbed; 
some fell in the path of the engines, 
while others were Imbedded pajxly in 
the cinder and stone ballasting. 


The first engine of the double-header 
pulling the freight train stopped after 
It had passed through the passenger 
coach, turned halfway around and fell 
over on its side-

Oblisal.ün Is ''Deadened," Declares 


House Committee. 


Henry D. Clayton, chairman of tho 
house committee on judiciary, present- 
ed to tho house thirteen articles of im- 
peachment against Judge Robert W. 
Archbald, of tho United States court 
of comiperce. 


Tho report was unanlmou«. It con- 
stitutes the ninth Impeachment of a 
judicial or civil official since the foun- 
dation of tho government, and is iho 
first since the impeachment trial of 
Judge Charles Swayne, of the North- 
ern district of Florida, who was ac- 
quired Feb. 27, iyu5. 


"The conduct of 
this judge has 
been exceedingly reprehensible and in 
marked contrast with the high sense 
of judicial ethics and probity that gen- 
erally characterize tlie federal judi 
ciary," the committee says in sum- 
ming up against Judge Archbald. 


His business transactions while a 
Judge are held to uniit him for further 
service on the bench. A resolution is 
included formally impeaching him and 
requiring his trial before the senate. 


"Your committee is of the opinion 
that Judge Archbald's sense of moral 
responsibility has become deadened," 
says the report. "He has prostituted 
his high office for personal profit. He 
has attempted by various transactione 
to commercialize his potentiality as a 
Judge. 


"He has shown an overweening de 
sire to make gainful bargains with 
parties having cases before him or 
likely to have cases before him. To 
accomplish this purpose he has not 
hesltaited to use his official power and 
Influence. He has degraded his higli 
office and has destroyed the confidence 
of the public in his judUlal integrity 
He has forfeited the condition upon 
•which he holds his commission and 
should be removed from office by im 
peachment. 


"A judge should be the personifica 
tion of integrity, of honor and of up 
rightness in his dailj^walk and con 
versation. He should hold his exalted 


office and the adminlatratlón of ju» 
tlcc above the sordid desire to arcu 
muíate wealth by trading or trafflck 
Ing witli actual or probable llticranti 
In his court He should be free and un 
affected by any bias born of avarici 
and unhampered by pecuniary or othei 
improper obligations."

Floyd, of Arkansas; 
Davis, of West Virginia, and Webb, ol 
North Carolina. Democrats, and Nor 
rls, Nebraska; Sterling. Illinois, and 
Howland, Ohio, Republicans, managers 
to prosecute tho trial before the sen 
ate.

^ will be Introduced in the 
house. Tho report was made business 
for immediate consideration.

W. Cannon, a railroad magnate. 


Favoritism to a railroad litigant ii 
also incluiled and in the thirteentl: 
count the committee finds that Judg< 
Archbald "grossly abused the proprie 
ties of his said office of judge, was 
guilty of misbehavior and of mlsde 
meanor in office." 


The penalty provided In successfu 
impeachment cases is removal fron 
office and may Include a bar from evei 
holding any office of trust or honor. 


The senate, which tries officials Im 
peached by the house, has been callea 
upon to act as an Impeachment cour. 
eight times heretobore.

Burning Airship Falls Into Sea. 


In tho sight of more than 3000 per- 
sons In Atlantic City, N. J.. Melvia 
Vanlman and his four 
companions 
were hurled to death in the Atlantic 
ocean when the great dirigible balloon 
Akron exploded at a height of from 
Boo to 1000 feet. 


It was in this $500,000 gas bag that 
Vanlman 
had hope 1 some time to 
realize the ambition oi his life—^to be 
the first to cross the Atlantic ocMU 
by the air route. 


The explosion of the balloon was 
caused apparently by sudden expan- 
sion under the rays of the sun, and 
the wreck of the dirigible, the finest 
ever constructed in this country, was 
plunged into eighteen feet of water 
oft Brlgantine bar, two miles from the 
Inlet hangar, from whicli the ill-fated 
trial trip had been started. 


Those who perished were: 
Melvin Vanlman, aeronaut and c a ^ 
tain of the balloon. 


Calvin Vanlman, brother of Melvitt 


Vanlman. 


Fred Elmer, member of the crew. 
George Bourlllion, engineer of the 
airship. 


Waiter Gest, a friend of Vanlman's. 
financial backer. 


The body of Calvin Vanlman, the 
only unmarried man on tho airship, 
was recovered by Councilman Harry 
Cook and a party of rescuers aboard 
his yacht. Tho body fioated clnar of 
the wreckage and while badly bruised 
was not burned by the explosion. 


Mrs. MelviE Vanlman, who saw the 
tragedy from the porch of the Vanl- 
man home, collapsed from the shock 
and for a time was in a serious con- 
dition.

Three barns in York county were de- 
stroyed by fire resulting from bolts of 
lifrhtninK during the storms of last week. 
Dnrinic a heavy thunder storm Friday in 
the vicinity of Mulberry the bank barn on 
the farm of H, P. Julius was struck and 
burned to the ground. 
The farm is ten- 
anted by Jacob Markley and is along the 
BigConewagO creek, Mr, Markley had 
almost his entire crop of hay stored in the 
barn, besides a part of his wheat crop.

bank barn on the farm of Harry Smith, 
near East Prospect. It was about 6 o'clock 
Friday morning when the men were ready 
to go to the field to work that smoke was 
noticed issuing from the barn, but they 
could not extinguish the fire. A large 
number of farming implements and about 
25 tons of hay were destroyed.

ered by insurance. • m •

Holes In Ships and Compretted Air. 


A method of rendering vessels un- 
slnkable by means of compressed air, 
applied in such a manner as to plug 
Or shut 
off 
the 
inrush 
of 
water 
through holes In the bottom or sides 
of the hull, was recently tested out on 
the battleship North Carolina, and is 
described in Popular Mechanics Maga- 
zine. 


The important feature of the meth- 
od of applying the compressed air to 
prevent water from entering the ves- 
sel through holes is 
the 
graduated 
pressure of air exerted in the com- 
partments surrounding the punctured 
compai-tment. 


If a vessel has a draft of, say, 30 
feet, the application of suiflcient pres- 
sure to keep the water from entering 
a hole near the bottom of the hull 
would subject the .upper decks to a 
very 
considerable 
pressure 
which 
might cause bad strain. 
When, how. 
ever, a hole Is punctured in the lowei 
portion of the hull, and the air pres- 
sure required by the hydrostatlé pres- 
sure is exerted to keep the water out, 
the compartments Immediately abov« 
and around tho punctured 
compart* 
ment 
aro reinforced 
by 
a 
llghtei 
air pressure, and these compartmenti 
are in turn supported by applying f 
sti'i lighter pressure to the next tur 
rounding compartments. 
This, it U 
claimed, prevents 
the

air. By changing the rate of the disk's 
rotation, the rapidity of the explosions 
can be varied to any number up to 
500 or more per second, and the tone 
produced by the horn as a result of 
the explosions can be adjusted as de- 
sired by a suitable regulation of

speed. 
To cause the horn to operate 
when needed, and only then, has been 
the serious problem. 
One plan is to 
have it set in action by a tuning fork 
responding 
to

steamer's whistle, and with 
this ar- 
rangement an approaching steamer in 
a fog would, on sounding its whistle, 
get the fog-horn signal indicating the 
locality.

There Is an amusing story told In 
connection with the first venture in 
frog-farming ever made in the United 
States. 


Early In the last century Audubon, 
the great ornithologist, went down tho 
Ohio river from Pennsylvania in a 
little steamer of his own, stopping at 
various points to obtain specimens of 
little-known birds. 


While at Hendersonvllle, Kentucky, 
which he made his home for some 
time, he built a mill and proposed to
